Let us look together at religion from a 
point-of-view more fundamental than the most fundamental of fundamentalists. 

MAN IS NOT SUPREME. This is almost axiomatic as man exists and does 
not know the ultimate nature of his existence. The realization of our insignificance 
m terms of time and space substantiates this statement. Therefore, conversely, 
THERE IS SOME POWER GREATER THAN MAN. If man does not believe in anything 
beyond his physical environment, life is a gloomy one-way street to nothing, for it 
must end in the physical anti-climax of death. Therefore IT IS IMPORTANT THAT 
MAN BELIEVES IN THIS POWER. 

We have established the need for religion. But, what form does this power 
take? Science cannot tell us. We are beyond the world of science into the world of 
religion, where logic must be replaced by faith and scientists by ministers, by 
priests, by rabbis .

The very original creation by the Freshmen 
Phys.Eds. of 'the cow that almost jumped over the moon' v/as judged the winner. 

To our many pleasant associations with the dining-room was added the 
Carnival Ball of 1958. The music provided by the Medleys was so lively that 
even the snowmen decorating the walls seemed anxious to join in the festivities. 
Miss Flora Bowden was presented with a memento of her reignas Queen of the 
Winter Carnival. 

Those who were able to get out of bed in time for the Sleigh Ride on 
Sunday enjoyed a delightful trip in which they were able to 'renew their acquaint- 
ance' with Morgan's Arboretum. 

The other event on Sunday was the first Winter Carnival Bonspiel in which 
six student and two faculty rinks participated.

When the debate was opened to the floor, George Beckford, speaking as a 
sitor, claimed that God had died with our primitive conception of Hell, which led 
verbal badminton with the leader of the opposition.

MAC WINS JACKSON TROPHY 

The Inter. Varsity Drama League Festival was held this year at McMaster 
University. Six universities were represented. Mac's production was »'The Running 
Tide»', directed by Tryphena Flood, with Wendy Little, Pat Hill, Peter Taitt and 
George Mackenzie in the cast. The group was accompanied by Ann Yule, -who along 
with Wendy Little represented Mac at the conference-and Warren Higginson and Carl 
Radimer, who assisted with staging and lighting. 

The adjudicator congratulated Wendy Little on her performance and expressed 
his general enthusiasm for the casting of the play. His suggestions for improvements 
in stage setting will doubtlessly prove helpful in future productions. 

The award for the best play went to Queen's University for their performance 
of "Hello Out There'' by Saroyan. Macdonald won the Jackson Trophy for the best 
Canadian play. Since ''The Running Tide "was the only Canadian play, it was required 
to gain at least 75% of the points scored by the best play in order to qualify for winning 
the trophy. 

The members of the Macdonald Drama Club are to be commended for their hare 
work in preparing this play, for their initiative in raising money to take it to Hamilton 
by organising an Assembly Hall presentation followed by a Record Hop, and for their 
performance which compared favourably with the high standard set by larger univer- 
sities. It is an accomplishment such as this which will shake Mac's reputation in 
intercollegiate circles as only a farmers' college. Congratulations, Drama Club!

Blood flows on the campus next Tuesday as the annual Blood Drive gets underws 
at "Mac". The Mobile Clinic will receive donors in the Men's Gym from 2-6 p.m. 
Dr. Dion, the Vice-principal gives the first pint of blood at 10a.m. As usual, milk, 
coffee, cokes and doughnuts will be complimentary to the donors who will be attended 
to by the most beautiful nurses this side of the Atlantic. 

All eligible donors are expected to participate in the Drive. Ineligible donors 
are those under 18 years of age, members of the intercollegiate basketball and hockey 
teams, and those who have been advised for medical reasons not to donate blood. How 
ever, all ineligible students should report to the Gym and declare themselves ineligible 
so that they may receive credit both for their class and for the College. 

The Blood Drive is held on an interclass basis where classes compete with eacl 
other (on the basis of percent of eligible donors) for the BIRKS TROPHY.

A day after the last Christmas exam, I was heading over the Atlantic back 
to England. I will not apologize for the hint of nostalgia in the phrase •back to 
England', though in truth I would not know whether to call Montreal or London my 
home town.
